Rabbi Abba Silver, head of the Jewish Agency 
delegation, which took its place at the ‘table of the 
Political Committee of the United Nations Assembly

mission immediately and 


urged this commission to 


enquire into the “tragic unrest and violence in the 
Holy Land.” . ; 


In his statement to the delegates 
55 nations, Rabbi Silver, who_t{s 
the President of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, declared: 
“The administration of Palestine has 
since the outbreak of war been con- 
ducted by the mandatory power as 
with’ Palestine 
sovereignty, whereas it Is only a 
trustee to carry out the..mandate. 

“To treat the Palestine’ problem as 
if it were merely o question of re- 
conciling differences between two 
sections of the population, or of 
finding a haven for a certain number 
of refugees, will only contribute to, 
confusion.” : 

After quoting statements by Lloyd 
George, Winston Churchill ond Pre- 
sident Truman on the Jewish Na- 
tional Home question, Rabbi Silvér 
said: “I regret that the statements 
mnde by certain delegates recently 
pended to confuse what ‘should be so 
clear. 

“When we speak of a Jewlsh 
State we do’ not’ have jn mind any 
racial state or any theocratic state, 
but one which will be based on full 
equality and rights for all inhabi- 
tants, without distinctlon of religion 
or race and without domination or

The ceremonial with which 
the Olympic Games will be 
opened in Britain in 1948 cen- 
tres round the arrival of the 
sacred Olympic Flame. 


This is lit on Mount Olympus In 
Greece. Logs are kindled by 
focussing, the sun's rays on them 
{hrough a ‘pant lens, Once . the 
torch is alight, runners bear It day 
and night across the Continent to 
the scene of the Games. 


In 1936 the relays of, athletes 
ran 1885 mics from Olympus ‘to 
Berlin. Tire distance will be greater 
next time. As evch torch burns 
Zow a fresh one is kindled from It. 

The arrival of the torch at the 
Stadium is timed to co'ncide with 
the opening of the Games. As the 
great crowd of athictes and specti- 
tors awst, the last runner appears 
with fhe torch and the Olympic 
Flame is Sot alight. Thig burns day 
and night above the Stadium 
throughout &he Games, 


When the Flame’ is lit there fol- 
jews the ceremonial of the taking 
of the Olympic = oath, and the 
brealk’ng of the Olymple flag. “Mnss- 
ed choirs and orchestras lead the 
great assembly in the Olympic 
Hymn. At the London Games there 
will be 1,200 voices In ths cholr. 


The detalls of the carrying of 
the dordh across Europe to Britain 
are being werlced out. Permission 
is beng sought from each country 
on the route of ‘the relay of runners 
und It Is hoped that each will bear 
the expense of the passage of the 
Flame threua’y its own terr.tory. 
Special arrangements wilt have to

NEW STATUS 
OF BANK OF 
INDO-CHINA 


Saigon, May 8. 

The Bank of Indo-China will 
jn future function as purely a 
bankers’ bank and not as a bank 
of Issue with fiduciary powers 
ag at present. This was one of 
the imnortant decisions taken 
by the Indo-China economic con- 


ference which concluded a three- 


day session yesterday at Dalat, 
200 miles north of Salgon. 

A new official body called the 
Institute Indo-Chinols Demisslon, 
will hereafter -be entrusted with the 
fssue and control of Indo-China’s 
currency. ; 

The decisions are being communi- 
cated to the French Government. Al- 
though in the conference's opinion 
Indo-China's economic situation . is 
“grave"—due among other causes to 
“general insecurity, low production 
and deficit trade balance"—thg con- 
ference resolved that the situation 
did not warrant ony ‘alteratlon in 
the present exchange value of the 
plastre (one plastre Is  officlally 
quoted at 17 French francs) and de- 
cided to maintain it with the help 
of a specially. created exchange 
stabilisation fund. : 

“To Check Inflation. 

In order to check the effect of cur- 
rency inflation on Internal price level. 
the ‘conference recommended a re- 
duction on duty on Imported goods 
and suggested that the duty on fm- 
ported textiles be reduced as. the 
first step.

The expedition will study the life 
of the Chukchi, usually’ considered 
the northermost Sovict. nationality, 
living in the special ‘'Chukhot 
National District’ bordering the 
Behring Straits and thus the nearest 
Sovict administrative unit to United 
States territory, : 

There are altogether 12,000 -Chuk- 
chi, almost all of whom are relndcer- 
breeding nomads, while a few 
thousand Chukehl fishermen live In 
coastal villages. The expedition 
might also extend its investinations 
to 1,300 “Soviet Eskimos" Hving on 
the Russian side of the Behring 
Stralts. 

Other Sovict expeditions ‘will go 
to such new Sovict territories as the 
trans-Carpathian Ukraine, © which 
Czecho-Slovakio ceded to Russia in 
1045,,and the Tuva region, which 
orlginally belonged to China and was 
an independent republic ‘until 1044
